DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-12 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Instant invention is related to congestion control and link capacity scheduling in a 
packet-switched communications network based on service level classes and results of 
measurement applied to traffic flows. Each of the Independent claims 1 and 12 uniquely 
identified the following features that are found to be allowable: 

... packet-specific priority value in the priority-based scheduling and/or weighting 
coefficient in the weighting-coefficient-based scheduling is defined from a joint effect of a variable 
g and a variable vector x and that a selection of packets within a specific service level class ... 
are defined from an effect of the variable vector x. in which the variable g is defined from the 
service level class ... and the variable vector x is formed of the results provided by measurement 
applied to the traffic flow representing the service level class being examined, said measurement 
results depending on temporal variation in data transmission speed of the traffic representing the 
traffic flow being examined and on distribution between different sub-groups of packets 
representing the traffic flow being examined. 

Applied arts throughout the examination of instant invention failed, individually or 
in combination, to anticipate above underlined features or render such obvious. 
Consequently, said Independent claims 1 and 7 are allowed together with all Dependent 
claims depending therefrom.

US 2003/0058802 discloses adaptive rate controlled router system and method 
using various queues per data priority on the basis of data transmission or sending 
rates. 

US 2005/0094643 discloses method and apparatus for variable length data 
packet transmission with configurable adaptive output scheduling considering flow 
capacity utilization level of the transmission links.
